Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has provided evidence appearing to 
show diligence in response to the final rejection. In the final rejection, examiner said that applicant only attempted to prove conception, 
but didn't attempt to show diligence. Although the combination of the first document (in response to the first rejection) and the second 
document (in response to the final rejection) might possibly arrive at a proper 131 affidavit, the second document (diligence) was 
submitted separately and therefore was not timely submitted. Applicant notes on page 2 of the after final response that counsel is 
submitting the second document late because they were not aware of the requirement to prove diligence as well as conception. 
However, MPEP section 37 CFR 131 clearly states that proof of conception coupled with diligence is required to antedate a reference. 
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
